Tables placed end to end to make 
two long rows the length of the 
Union Dining Kooni, were piled high 
with edibles, which were soon de- 
molished by the students.

BOMBAY A CENTRE OF 
UNIVERSITY ACTIVITY 



Dr. Harold Maine, of Poona, 
Speaks of Opportunities. 



"Education from an Employer's 
Point of View," was the subject of an 
Inaugural lecture delivered by Mr. Isi- 
dore Salmon at a London commercial 
school recently. 

Mr. Salmon remarked that there had 
been considerable discussion arid cor- 
respondence of late in the Press con- 
cerning tho relationship of éducation 
to business. Much criticism had been 
brought to bear upon the methods of 
education In vogue for fitting those 
who had to labor to do so In the most 
efficient manner, and a certain amount 
of censure had been passed upon edu- 
cation authorities in general ami tho 
London County Council in particular. 
It was not his purpose to take up the 
controversy that night. lie would 
rather give this Ideas, ns a business 
man, as to the range and value of edu- 
cation and Its application to business 
ends. 

Mr. Salmon said that the qualities 
that an employer admired in his staff 
were these: 

Correctness in details— it Is tho little 
tilings that count. 

A knowledge of what is going on 
around you; what you are doing your- 
self, and why you do It. 

Adaptability to varying circum- 
stances, and a cheerful willingness to 
recognize that as circumstances vary 
methods must vary to meet them, with 
a thorough mastery of such methods. 

ilcsourcefulness In times of diffi- 
culty. 

Above all, an Intelligent loyalty in 
promoting the success of the employ- 
er's own efforts. 

The man or woman who exhibited 
those qualities, he continued, must ne- 
cessarily Impress the employer, whether 
he be in a large or small way of busi- 
ness. 

Outlining the definite elements of a 
sound commercial education — Informa- 
tion which a clerk must posses if he 
was to attract the attention of his 
principals— Mr. Salmon laid stress on 
the Importance of a thorough training 
In the "three K's." After this came 
shorthand and bookkeeping, followed, 
if it was desired to qualify for the best 
posts, by the acquirement of any spe- 
cial knowledge likely to have; a bearing 
upon business. It was always advis- 
able for a buslnes man to have n cer- 
tain acquaintance with law, and 
amongst other subjects of study should 
be economics, up-to-date commercial 
geography, and modern Industry. As to 
languages, there were few husineses' 
of any magnitude which did not call 
for at least the ability to translate 
from some foreign language, and It 
would be found of great help In their 
careers If they were able to render 
such assistance. 



Dr. Harold .Mann, of Poona, In the 
course of his address to the members | 
of the Students' Brotherhood at Bom- 
bay, recently, said that he could not 
look out on India to-day without feel- 
ing that the country was passing 
through a revolution, a revolution 
which was none the less profound and 
none the less serious because it was el- 
lent, and because it was only obvious 
to the very observant and thought- 
ful onlooker. 

"No one," Or, Mann continued, "who 
knows the country at present can ever 
tLgain talk of 'the changeless east.' 
Your village unit is disappearing, your 
Isolated villager who knows no place 
fcut his home is hardly found any long- 
er, and this change, which took In our 
own countries In the west many gen- 
erations to carry out, is here being 
crushed Into less thun half a century. 

"I have often felt," he said, "while, 
considering the results of the changes 
of the last 50 years in Japan, that the 
advance to the position of a world 
power, has been too dearly bought.! 
And yet if the changes through which; 
we arc passing are inevitable, we rnustj 
not allow the results In such a case as 
Japan, cither on it« good side, to render 
us too enthusiastic, or on its bad side, 
to make us lose heart." 

Turning to the question of a univer- 
sity centre, Dr. Mann said that many 
people felt that a university should 
not be situated amidst the rush and life 
of u great city, and that the Ideal uni- 
versity centre Iti Western India wus 
Poona and not Bombay. 

"I personally," Dr. Mann went on, 
"cannot think thus. 1 want a closer 
association between learning and life, 
and yet this association Is no use un- 
less we feel that we are a part of the 
life which is throbbing round us, unless 
It inspires us with the Idea that we are 
being trained to take our part In that 
life, and, woe be to him who having 
*>een thus trained, despises his Inherit- 
ance." 

•The students of to-day, Dr. Mann 
raid In conclusion, would be the lead- 
era, they would guide the ship through 
these dangers, and It was an inestim- 
able advantage to them to spend their 
•undent life in a great city such as 
Bombay, where they had the whole 
problems before them constantly.

He 
called upon them tho other day at 
the expiration of his six months and 
sought to Jauntily converse in his 
new tongue. There was a hitch 
somewhere. By and by his hosts 
learned the alarming truth.

SEVEN MEN STANDING FOR ELECTION- WILKES ALREADY NAMED BY MEDICINE 

Student Council's Policy of Retrenchment, Campus Hockey Rink Question, Assistance to Minor Societies and Publication of Pro- 
ceedings of the Council Are Discussed From Adverse and F avorable Standpoints For the Daily. 



How do the candidates for election to the Students' Council stand on the various issues now being debated? 

The Dally has secured statements from six of the eight men hoping to represent their faculties for tho twelve months following New Year's 
Pay. Its representatives approached each candidate with the question: "What Is your platform for this election?" The questions and answers 
Anally seemed to deal with the four following problems: — 

The Students' Council policy of retrenchment. 

Its attitude toward the minor clubs. 

The campus hockey rink for the public. 

The proceedings of the Students' Council and publicity. 

The candidates proved, some In favor some opposed to each question. 

Mr. Beattlo, an Arts candidate, could not be seen In connection with his platform, as he Is sick, while Mr, Horsey, of the Science Faculty, we 
missed connections with. The Daily hopes to publish statements from them to-morrow. 



Mr. Fyles, popular president of tho 
Hallway Club, when seen by a repre- 
sentative last night, said that he had 
long felt that the Students' Council 
should have the advice of some pro- 
minent man of business before going 
into any big deal. "Such a policy 
would have saved them some trouble) 
last year," said Mr. Fyles, He declar- 
ed that he was in favor of giving more 
publicity to the transactions of the Stu- 
dents' Council, He felt that the meet- 
ings of the council should be thrown 
open, us Is the custom In municipal 
councils. 

An innovation whirb Mr. Fyles would 
like to see Introduced Is the enlarging 
of the campus rink. He maintains that 
the rink Is too small as it Is and that 
something should be done towards re- 
medying this. lie thought that the 
idea which Is in force in Toronto of 
having several smaller rinks which can 
be turned Into n larger one for .skat- 
ing purposes might well be considered. 
In support of the point that the rink 
could be made to pay, Mr. Fyles stat- 
ed that It would be necessary to admit 
the public under certain conditions, and 
that there should be no difficulty in 
making it a paying proposition when It 
was considered that Montreal has not 
sufficient skating rinks as it Is. He 
urged further that such a scheme could 
hut bench t those Interested In hockey. 
Such Improved conditions would help 
the class hockey teams materially. 

With regard to the minor clubs, he 
raid: "I would like to see the minor 
clubs supported on an economic basis." 
Ho stated that he felt that at the pres- 
ent time rugby was so well favored 
that the lesser clubs tended to become 
Insignificant In the eyes of many. 

When asked about his attitude to 
the science dinner question, he stated 
that he was strongly In favor of hav- 
ing one this year. 

Fyles has always taken a prominent 
interest In student activity. Uist year 
ho was secretary of the Railway Club 
and this year occupies the president's 
chair. 



I would not like to see the meetings 
thrown open, but I would like to see a 
'Dully' man present." 

He then spoke of the function of the 
McGiil Dally. He considered that Its 
imputation so far argued well for Its 
continuance. "I feci," he said, "that 
It should be made a permanent insti- 
tution.

In 
any parliament, house of representa- 
tives, or other legislative body, the 
electors are entitled to listen to all 
discussions relating to legislation, and 
seining accommodation is always pro- 
vided for them. In my opinion the 
Students' Council is In no way differ- 
ent from any other elective legislative 
body, and I am therefore in favor of 
admitting any students who care to

Hex Hovey, well known in track 
circles at McGiil, said al the outset of 
an Interview which The Dally hnd with 
him yesterday, that he was strongly 
in favor of the present system of ex- 
penditure and commended the Stu- 
dents' Council's attitude In keeping well 
within the receipts.

SEEN IN YANKEE FOOTBALL 



George LaiRg, After Seeing Ar my-Navy Contest Thinks Certain 
Points of American Game Might Well Be Adopted Here. 



George Laing, president of the In- 
tercollegiate Rugby Football Union, 
and captain of the Mcum champion- 
ship fourteen, returned yesterday from 

New York, where he witnessed the 
Army-Navy game at I he Polo Ground". 
George and Coach Frank Shuughnossy 
took the trip to Gotham for the pur- 
pose of getting a Une on the American 
same as played !>y the big eastern 
university teams, and when seen by u 
Daily representative, had some Inter- 
esting comments to make. . 

George was not particularly impressed 
with the alleged superiority of Am- 
erican players over those of 'this coun- 
try, as the stars who took part in tho 
New York contest seemed Just as prone 
to make mistakes as our own athletes. 
There was a certain amount of fumb- 
ling and louse play. Just as much in 
fact as might bo seen in a Canadian 
game, anil the punting, if anything, 
was Inferior. What impressed the Mc- 
Glll captain particularly, however, was 
the snap nnd ginger which alio men ap- 
parently put Into their efforts. When- 
ever i player was given the ball he 
hit the opposing line with all the force 
he could muster, while the tacklcrs 



crashed into the man with the hall 
like a ton of bricks. The American 
game, however, little resembles the 
Canadian brand, «n<l in comparing the 
two. these differences must bo consid- 
ered, 

There were several features of the 
Yankee pastime which, according to 
George, might well be introduced into 
our game. The forward pass, a play 
which the Army worked for a touch- 
down on two occasions, would be of tio 
use In the Canadian game as the pur- 
pse which it serves Is embodied in the 
onside kick. Tho latter play, however, 
has nu- advantage of being free from 
the numerous restrictions which are 
Placed on the forward ikiss In tho 
States. George stated that certain 
penalties for offsides, etc., might Well 
be adopted In Canada. Instead of 
handing the ball to the opposing team 
the offenders lost only len yards. The 
dropping of the two side-scrimmage 
players from the Canadian game and 
the possible elimination of the flying 
wing would probably make the game 
faster and more open. These changes 
in the rules along with some others 
will probollily be brought up at the 
next Intercollegiate Meeting

Much Work Involved in The 
Production of a College Daily 

Interesting Account of Time aBd Thought Necessary to Publish the 

Daily Texan 



While enjoying your Daily Texan at 
the breakfast table, did you over stop 
to think, between hot sips of coffee, of 
the amount of work necessary to pre- 
pare the paper for you? Few stu- 
dents realize the magnitude of tne 
■task of publishing a dally newspaper. 
They paid their two dollars and a half 
for their subscription (or, at least, 
signed up and promptly forgot all 
about 1t), so why should they worry. 
The casual reader Is provoked because 
his initials appear wrong In the per- 
sonal column: the more critical frowns 
at uneven •'heads" and imperfect bal- 
ance. Neither one realizes that every 
line in the issue Is fought out. almost 
In blood, and that every "head" repre- 
sents a battle with the linotype man 
and all tho printing force, from the 
foreman to the "devil": neither have 
they a thought for the poor Issue 
editor who walked homo after mid- 
night that morning after a six hours 
■lege «t the shop. 

• , college newspaper is no longer a 
i-iaything. The launching of a daily 
paper to be managed and edited by 
students unaided is an undertaking 
stupendous enough to muko the most 
courageous shrink. It Is obvious that 
a. few men cannot perform such u task 
»nd still carry their quota of courses. 
It Is only made possible by a division 
of labor according to a well-planned 
system. A daily cannot be a "one-man 
paper" If that one man must find time 
for his regular school work. 

The. plan for the editorlul phase of 
The Dailv Texan Is outlined by the 
advisory board; the execution of its 
details Is left to the editor-in-chief. 
This end of the work might he divided 
into two parts— the editorial columns 
end the news gathering. The former 
are presided over by the edltor-in- 
chtef In person. The latter rests more 
on the shoulders of the managing 
editor, although there is no strict di- 
vision. The editor-in-chief is the re- 
sponsible head of the publication, and 
he must ultimately settle all matters 
of policy. Of course, every man is 
given an opportunity to show his own 
initiative and personality, and the 
editor cannot supervise every detail, 
but the man who Is responsible to tho 
■tadents must be given the authority 
to direct the general trend. 

In order to distribute equitably the 
faurden of news gutheiing, a different 
issue editor supervises this work each 
of the six days of the week. Thirty 
reporters, in addition to these editors, 
complete the editorial staff. These re- 
porters are divided Into three squads, 
«mch squad working two days In the 
■week. It Is the duty of the Issue 
editor to keep posted on the news that 
will be of interest on the day his paper 
appears; to post the assignments for 
the reporters In the assignment book; 
to see that the "copy" gets to • the 
printer; and to write the "heads," read 
tho proof, and supervise the "make-up" 
of his Issue as it goes to press. He 
must read every issue of The Texan 
scrupulously In order to prevent repe- 
tition. He Is held responsible for all 
Lthe rending matter except the editorial 
'column. It Is the duty of the report- 
ers to keep their editor Informed almut 
the news of the day and to "cover" all 
assignments given them. 

A short summary of a typical day 
in The Texan office will show the In- 
trlcucies of the newspaper game. By 
7.30 in the morning the Issue editor 
must have posted nil his assignments. 
As the reporters corne in they check 
their names and rush out to gather In 
the morsel, of news allotted them. If 
S reporter falls to get his assignment, 
the issue editor must reassign it, or 
hustle It himself. At 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon the first batch of "copy" 
must go down to the printer. Before 
it leaves the office, however, It must 
t>e supervised by the copy reader. It 
is his duty to correct punctuation and 
Jtrummatical errors, and, In general, 
to check every "story" so as to pre- 
vent repetition and mistakes. During 
the afternoon, as the news "breaks." 
new assignments must be made. At 
6.30 the second batch of "copy" goes 
to the sb^p. Finally, at 7.30. the Issue 
editor must present himself at the 
printing office. He lakes down the 
last "<-opy." except such special "sto- 
ries" as must be brought or phoned

In later. His vigil lasts until the first 
paper comes from the press. This is 
usually between 11 and 12 o'clock. 

The progress of The Texan at the 
printing office is also Interesting. The 
Texan Is probably the best printed 
college daily In the United States.] 
which broad and hold assertion can bel 
verified by comparison with any of the 
Northern and Eastern college papers. 
The "ads" are set by hand, but every 
word of the reading matter and all the 
heads, except the streamers (which 
have not appeared except in the Se- 
w'anee football extra) are set by one of 
the latest model linotype machines, 
which carries seven different faces of 
type. It takes ten hours of machine 
composition to till the four pages. Each 
month 2,500 pounds of print paper is 
consumed. 

In preparation for a "rainy day," 
several "galleys" of "time stuff" are 
kept in reserve at tho shop. Four 
pages, no more and no less, must be 
lllled dally— or the students howl. 
One day the paper is crowded: some- 
thing must he left over. The very 
next day, probably, Is dull, and two 
columns of "tiller" musl be used. It 
Is n very difficult problem to arrange 
this so that It will show up to the best 
advantage. To facilitate the writing 
of "heads," dummy sheets are used 
which show the exact number of let- 
ters and spaces each style will allow. 
For example, tho most prominent 
"head" In The Texan Is usually a 
"double-decker" with three lines in the 
top deck and four in the bottom. This 
seems like an Impossible task to the 
beginner, hut after considerable bitter 
experience the editor gets the knack. 
"Box heads" also come in for their 
share of attention. 

The lover of statistics will be Inter- 
ested to learn that there is an average 
of approximately 7,000 words of read- 
ing matter In each Texan. 

Although The Texan confines Its 
at tlvif.es to college news strictly, It 
necessarily comes in for a share of 
telegraphic news. This service gives 
The Texan all the phases of a metro- 
politan dally. The Sewanee Football 
ICxtra, which was made possible by 
the leasing of a special wire to Dal- 
las, was probably tje best extra, as 
regards promptness, accuracy, and 
completeness, ever published In Texas. 

From a business standpoint The 
Daily Texas has become one of the 
important enterprises In Austin. Its 
expense budget for each month aver- 
ages eleven hundred dollars. Aside 
from the distribution of the papers, 
which is handled by the circulation 
manager, tho only Important phase 
of the business management is the ad- 
vertising. This Is sufficient to keep 
both tho manager and assistant man- 
ager busy. The mnnager says that 
the merchants have been very liberal 
nnd are supporting the paper bettor 
than the students. The greatest draw- 
back they llnd t., that many students 
read some one else's paper Instead of 
subscribing. The circulation Is con- 
stantly Increasing, however. One 
hundred papers were added to the list 
last month. The Dally Texan Is now 
being sent to eve-y affiliated school 
In Texas, to the most Important col- 
lege exchanges, nnd to all the metro- 
politan and country newspapers of the 
state. 

The proper relations between the edi- 
torial and business departments is an 
unsettled, but perplexing, problem 
with The Texan, Just as with every 
publication in the country. Just how 
much space shall be allotted lo the 
manager and how much to the editor? 
The fluctuations of advertising ren-i 
der the situation mon- vexing stlll.l 
It seems to be the" Irony of fate that 
on the very day when advertising Is 
running low the Issue editors llnd 111 
Impossible to scrap" up enough news 
to llll the front page. At another 
time a half page "ad" is pushed In al 
Ilie last moment and a half dozen 
write-ups of Important happenings of 
the day must be put on the shelf un- 
til the following Issue. The Issue edi- 
tor who must walk a mile home it 
12 30 a.m. after such an experience 
rannot be held responsible for l|ls dis- 
position.

United States and other Influential 
scientists and scientific bodies, with 
the result that contracts have been 
awarded for a telescope and equipment 
to cost over $00,000. The mechanical 
portion will be supplied by Warne and 
Swasey, of Cleveland, and the optical 
part by the John A. Brasheau Com- 
pany. Pittsburg. The chief component 
of the other contract is the silvered 
mirror, six feet in diameter, the glass 
for which will have to be obtained in 
Franco, Being of such a mass, it will 
take eight months to anneal or cool off 
after being moulded, These firms are 
the concerns which supplied tho teles- 
cope now Installed at the Dominion Ob- 
servatory. 

While the location of this new and 
powerful telescope has not been de- 
tided upon, there is every probability 
that It will be mounted In Ottawa in 
the vicinity of the present observatory. 
This would, in the first place, obviate 
the considerable expense of maintain- 
ing a separate staff of astronomer*, 
which would he entailed by the estab- 
lishment of another observatory nt 
some distant point. Besides investiga- 
tion made during tho past few months 
appear to have established the fact 
that atmospheric conditions nt the 
Central Experimental Farm, where the 
existing observatory is situated, are 
not so greatly surpassed even In the 
mountain reigions of the West ns to 
Justify a separate location for the now 
telescope. Indeed the work done by 
the Ottawa Observatory, oven with the 
modesl equipment at the disposal of 
Its observatory staff, has been such ns 
to evoke the commendation of British 
and American astronomers, a circum- 
stance which Indicates the existence 
of highly favorable conditions for ob- 
servation. 

The new telescope will be of tho re- 
flecting kind, the objective of which is 
a mirror of silvered glass ground to the 
shape of a paraboloid. Its diameter 
will .be. as stated, 72 inches. A teles- 
copo of similar dimension was con- 
structed for tho observatory of Lord 
Boss, but it is out of commission owing 
to Imperfections In construction. It Is 
prposed to build one of 100 inches 
diameter for an observatory at Mount 
Watson, in California, but It has not 
yet been demonstrated that it Is pos- 
sible to perfect n glass of that size. 
Five feet, which Is the diameter of the 
telescope at Pasadena, California, is 
the present limit of size of telescopes 
In use. so that the Canadian instru- 
ment, when installed, will be the largest 
in the world. 

Last session Parliament appro- 
priated $10,000 towards the Initial ex- 
pense of the enterprise. Upon the re- 
turn of Bon. Br. Boche, -Minister of the 
Interior, himself a man of scientific 
attainments, the project received new 
Impetus. He fully endorsed the recom- 
mendation of tho chief nstronomer, 
whose rosy dream of a high-powered 
Instrument for the prosecution of as- 
tronomical research In Canada has 
found realization In the placing of con- 
tracts by order-ln-councll.

Many common Canadian woods which 
hitherto decayed loo rapidly to be so 
Used are thus made available for fence- 
pests.

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A LITTLE AHEAD 

The High Cost of Living Commission if it fulfils entirely all 
that can be expected of it. will have to delve into many problems. 

We recently met a young man who is saving $500 a year and 
trying to calculate whether he will be able to afford an automobile 
when he is forty years old. That will be in 1928. 

He thinks he is making arrangements to have a fortune of $20,- 
000 in the bank when he retires from the bank messenger service. 
His problem is one which many amateur economic students might 
consider as a sort of mental gymnastics. 

One wonders how much $20,000 would have decreased in 
buying power in fourteen years. In dividend earning power it will 
probably have increased enormously. 

Considering the increasing cost of living, the tendency which 
luxuries have to become plain necessities, the increasing production of 
gold, and the various other reasons adduced for the present suppos- 
edly ominous state of affairs, it is probable that the $20.000 in a de- 
cade and a half will not be the gentleman's retiring allowance it 
may possibly now be called. 

It might happen that wages will go up, and the gentleman soon 
be better able to save $600 or $700 a year than $500 now. and it 
should be taken into consideration that in this land of promise he 
might be able to make very profitable investments. So one is led into 
the vast new question : to what extent shall the Dominion be an ex- 
cellent field of investment in fourteen years? 

We are inclined to believe that in 1940 the fashion for automo- 
biles will be replaced for that of aeroplanes, thè upkeep of which 
in the middle of the twentieth century we can place with but little ac- 
curacy. 

ORIENTAL SOCIETY 

One of the more obscure but by no means unimportant so- 
cieties at McGill is the Oriental Society. To the average student 
who knows nothing of it,, the mere name is suggestive of the pro- 
found and the obscure. But to those who have attended its meet- 
ings, it has appealed. It serves a purpose in McGill. It is striving 
to encourage people to engage in the study of the ancient lore of the 
East. 

A new feature at the Oriental Society this year is the fact that 
Uie meetings are now open to ladies. It was felt that the Society was 
perhaps in danger of becoming a little too exclusive.

Prof. Leacock Says They Are N ot Allowed Entrance Into Enough 
Employments. — No Women L awyers in Quebec. — Speaks to 
Women's Canadian Club

The attitude of the various nominees to positions on the Stu- 
dents' Council towards things in general at McGill appears elsewhere 
in our columns. That a difference of opinion exists is perfectly evi- 
dent. It would not be reasonable to expect that all would agree. The 
Daily does not take a stand one way or the other. It is for the student 
body to decide who shall represent them on the Council. We merely 
wish to place before the student body some of the innovations, if 
any, that we may look to these men to introduce in the event of their 
election. 

We would urge upon our readers the necessity of carefully con- 
sidering this matter. Mere popularity is no criterion for election to 
such an important position as that of Councillor. The men who may 
be looked to as desirous of furthering the best interests of student life 
and activity arc the ones to elect. 



Speaking before the Kingston Wo- 
men's Club, on Friday afternoon, 
Prof. Steven Leacock .stated that ho 
considered it was an utter gross In- 
justice to them tliul the sex was 
barred from the field of law in tho 
Province of. Quebec. 

There are certain things which 
women cannot do, he added, and said 
ho belloved that tho Miffragettea 
would even acknowledge, this. But 
in the professions and lines of busi- 
ness where members of that sex have 
become Qualified to compete with 
men, he contended they should be 
given tho opportunity to prove their 
worth and privilege to receive tho 
rightful reward for the same. 

Prof. Leacock spoke on the parti- 
cipation of women In the work of the 
world, ami their small reward for the 
service they render, in many spheres, 
admirably, In comparison to the 
work of men. He delved into the éco- 
nomie conditions affecting this, and 
gave a practical solution or the si- 
tuation. 

Women's small reward, he claimed, 
was not due to any operation of men, 
as a sex ngalnst them. It was occa- 
sioned, and continues to prevail, be- 
cause of the competition between wo- 
men themselves. It is such because 
our economic conditions are Ill-pro- 
portioned. It Is the principle of eco- 
nomic reward for economic worth. 
With this overflow of women, cramp- 
ed into a narrow Held, they compete 
against each other and accept pay 
and salaries below a living wage. 

In socialism a solution of the ill- 
adjustment of the present state Prof. 
Leacock failed to sec. 

It Is Impossible, said he, though a 
splendid aspiration. 

Although it has accomplished 
much in the past century, he held

that, for one thing, we have not ad- 
vanced far enough for a socialist 
commonwealth. His quarrel with 
socialism, he intimated, was us im- 
practicability in this respect. 

The aim must bo to build up tho 
individual opportunity. It Is true 
that the strong and well equipped 
will succeed. 

"See that tho ordinary individual 
has a ralr chance," bo declared. 

Of course, there Is tho accident of 
birth, ho allowed, and the environ- 
ment which follows. 

Prof. Leacock emphasized what so- 
ciety can do for the child. He advo- 
cated dealing with the individual in 
the bud, by an educative code. Givo 
the boy or girl a chanco up to four- 
teen or iiftcen years of age, and there 
need bo no worry nbout the adult. 
The state should step in where a de- 
cent home or a good mother do not 
exist. 

in Ontario, he said, much would 
be realized In the improvement of the 
conditions of women, and, through 
them, the entire population, if the 
widows' pension and tho minimum 
wage scale were legislated. To ac 
complUh the ideal state thero needs 
to be changes In the government, and 
in this connection Prof. Leacock call- 
ed for a higher standard of public 
honesty. Democracy carries with it, 
he believed, but gives room for pub- 
lic dishonesty. Within the next de- 
cades ho called for a public spirit 
which would make for public hon- 
esty. Until this is accomplished at- 
tempts at ideal government are in 
vain. 

Women's movements, such as tho 
local club represents, and including 
that of the suffragette, Prof. Leacock 
said, have and are doing much for tho 
creation' of this spirit of public hon- 
esty.

Tobacco growing hi New tinuih 
Wales und Victoria appears to have 
emerged from the experimental stage, 
and the prospects of Ihe Industry are 
described as very favorable. In Drouln. 
a highly fertile district lu Glppsland, 
Southern Victoria, upwards of tlfty 
farmers have this year planted areas 
with tobacco. This activity Is tho re- 
sult of experiments on an extensive 
scale, which gave a net prollt of gfiO 
per acre. The Drouln growers esti- 
mate the value of their product "t I Oil 
per lb. Tor cigar leaf, fid to 7d per lb. 
for plug, and up to 1s ibl per lb. for 
better qualities. Australians, as n 
people, are very heavy smokers, and If 
the farmers are able to produce a gond 
leaf they are assured a safe market 
for enormous quantities of tobacco. 
The Glppsland fnnn< rs are suld to be 
smoking their own product, and it is 
proposed that leu gut H should he form- 
ed of which the members should be 
pledged to smoke only Australian leaf 
The results of lie- past few season* 
Indicate thai wllhon the next ten years 
Australia may !»• growing all the to 
baccy she can Use.

Toronto. Dec. I. — At a meeting of the 
students of Osgoode Hall It was re 
ported that over $200 hud been sab 
scribed for athletics. The reform par. 
ty, which won out at the Lit. elections, 
two weeks ago, pledged themselves 
to the encouragement of s|>ort. It is 
thought that this will lead to a revival 
of college spirit around Osgoode Hall. 
Men will sit beside ono another for 
six months alt Osgoode, and never be- 
come half-way ecquulntod. It seems 
to be In the atmosphere of tho place. 



Tho greatest valley dyke in Kurope 
is rapidly approaching completion, nnd 
will bo opened this year. It Is situated 
at Mcmfurt'i, in tha principality of 
Wuldeck, and has been constructed ut 
a cost of 20,000,000 marks. 

The massive wall Is 380 metres long, 
30 metres thick nl tho base, and six 
at the top. It can dam up 200,000,000 
cubic metres of water. No fewer than 
flvo villages and hamlets havo had to 
make way for the colossal undertaking. 
These walls, built across a valley, to 
bar the river, have become very general 
of late years In Germany. 

They serve the purpose of protect- 
ing tho valleys from damage In case of 
floods, whilst the water collected In the 
basin, and which develops thousands 
of horse-power, Is used for driving tur- 
bines. At the foot of the Hcmfurth 
dyke are a number of exits through 
which tho water pours with enormous 
force Into the machine houses. Thus 
the great expense of construction is 
more than defrayed within a few 
years. 

The ghostly glimmering of poplar 
chips and stumps, frequently observed 
In Canadian forests at night, Is due 
to a fungus known as the "shoe-string" 
fungus, which Is commonly found on 
large-sited poplars throughout Can- 
ada. It cause a yellowish-white rot 
which detracts much from the value 
ot this wood. The presence of this 
fungus Is externally Indicated by the 
mushroom-like fruiting bodies which 
cluster around the base of tho trees. 
Infected trees should, when possible, 
b« cut down nnd used fur firewood.
